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AWARD IS AGAINST PHILADELPHIA 


City Has to Pay Over 82,000,000 to 
Contracting Firm. 


Philadelphia, Pa., July 22.—Samuel 
Gustine Thompson, of this city, arbitra- 
tor in the litigation between the city of 
Philadelphia and the McNichol contract- 
ing firm of the city water filteration 
system, today awarded to the firm $2,- 
049.326, which is the greater part of the 
money retained by the city from the 
firm pending a decision of suits entered 
by the mumicipality. The award is fa- 
vorable in many points to the McNichol 
firm. 

Mr. Thompson finds that James P. Mc- 
Nichol. a member of the firm, received 
in profits $51,305, while he was a mem- 
ber of city councils, which was a viola- 
tion of law. Under the award McNichol 
is directed to return this amount to the 
city. ACounsel for the city acquiesced in 
the award, and the money was imme- 
diately paid, 

The litigation grew out of the political 
upheaval here in 1905, when Mayor 
Weaver accuseg the contractors of hav- 
ing defrauded the city out of more than 
$5,000,000 on the construction of filtra- 
tion plants.

suit. Also that it would do violence to 
the comity which exists between the 
state and federal courts. While not im- 
puting any tmproper motives to officials 
or state courts, Judge Pritohard remark- 
ed that if such a course of conduct was 
permitted to be, pursued it would have 
the effect of defeating the jurisdiction 
of the United States court.

North Carolina when its citizens are pro- 
hibited by acts of the legislature from se- 
curing any rights guaranteed to them by 
the constitution of the Unlied States.

The only contingency, he 
Said, was a local thunderstorm, which 
could not be predicted, and which 
might come at the most unexpected 
time. 

The nearest approach to Monday this 
year was on the 9th of July, when 
the mercury rose to 97 3-!10 degrees. 
Sunday was thought by many to be 
warmer than Monday. This idea doubt- 
less resulted from the fact tnart the 
average man had nothing to do but 
worry about how hot he was. In point 
of fact Sunday was a trifle less than 
2 degrees cooler, or 95 8-!0 qaegrees. 

The barometer is now normal, stand- 
ing at 30 inches.

‘in this instance, the federal court hes 
not been the aggressor, but has simpl¥ 
adopted the regular practice and proced- 
ure which has been approved by the su- 
preme court of the United States in a 
case of like nature, and while the court 
is not inclined to do anything that will 
produce an unseemly conflict, neverthe- 
less it is incumbent upon it to protect 
the rights of the parties to this contro- 
versy and the dignity and authority of 
this court. This cannot ibe accomplished 
without preserving to the fullest extent 
the jurisdiction of the court. in deter- 
mining the question which has been sud- 
mitted to it for consideration. 

“If, in pursuing the well defined prac- 
tice and procedure, with the sole view of 
maintaining the jurisdiction of the court, 
conflict must come, I trust that I may 
not evade the responsibility which is 
imposed upon me as the presiding Offi- 
cer of this court.” 

Judge Pritchard added: 

“This court is confronted with open 
and avowed opposition by the powers of 
the state. The penalties prescrined by 
the state statute for charg:ng more than 
the statutory rates are so erroneous 
that if permitted to be enforced § they 
would practically bankrupt tne ratlroads 
in an exceedingly brief time, and nefore 
a@ final hearing could be had in the case, 
and thus place the complainant in a po- 
Sition where jt would be powertess to as- 
sert the right guaranteed to it Dy’ the 
constitution of the United States. 

State Would Paralyze Railroads. 
“If these criminaly prosecutions against 
the agents, conductors and employees 
are permitted to continue the managers 
of the railroads cannot successfully op- 
@rate their trains, carry te malls or 
continue their usefulness in interstate 
commerce. 

“The state constitution, as 


well as the 


Statutory law, afford ample protection to 


every perso, deprived or nis liberty 
without due process of law. It 
markable that any one representing the 
state should oppose the granting of the 
writ of habeas corpus.” 

Judge Pritchard added that the federal 
constitution and the revised statutes af- 
ford similar protection. 

“Much has been said in regard to the 
power of a court of equity to enjoin 
criminal case. In 
the case of Dobbins v. Los Angeles, Su- 
preme Court Justice Day, who delivered 
the opinion of the court, in discussing 
this phase of the question saia: 

“Tt is well settled that where prop- 
erty rights will be destroyed, unlawful 
interference by erimma! proceedings, 
under a void law or ordinance may be 
reached and controlled by e# cecree of a 
court of equity.’ ”’ 

The decision said the question of the 
sOvereignty of the state is not involved, 
the real question being “whether this 
court shall be denied full jurisdiction of 
the subject at issue.

sea was smooth, but the weather was 
foggy. The San Pedro, looming out of 
the mist a few ship lengths away bore 
down down on the Columbia at high 
speed, despite the efforts to 
clear. With a grinding San 
Pedro sank her stem fully into 
the Columbia's port bow. } 

Nearly all of the Columbias passen- 
gers and many of her crew were asleep 
in their cabins and bunks when the 
crash came. As the San Pedro backed 
away the sea poured in through the 
ragged hole in the Columbia's bow 
above the water line, and in five min- 
utes the Columbia sank to the bottom, 
the deep waters of Shelter Cove covering 
even the tops of the Columbia's masts. 

The story of that five minutes Is yet 
to be told, and as it is to be told by 
some survivors, only the facts of the 
tragedy can be but guessed at. 

According to J. S. Flynn, a passenger 
on the Roanoke, Captain Doran, of the 
Columbia, succeeded in launching four 
life boats and two rafts before the Co- 
lumbia sank. " 

Captain Went Down With Ship. 

Flynn, in an interview, Is quoted as 
saying that eighty-eight passengers, all 
men, got away in that manner, and 
were saved: that Captain Doran acted 
with great coolness in the face of death, 
and went down with his ship. Flynn ts 
further qvoted as sayifg that none of 
the hundred odd women were saved. 

Shortly after the collision the sieam- 
ers Roanoke and George W. Elder and 
the steam schooner Daisy Mitchell, all 
south bound, came to the scene and 
stood by. The Elder took the San Pedro 
in tow and the last report announces 
their arrival {In Fureka. The stem of 
the San Pedro was smashed to splinters, 
one of her masts was snapped off at the 
deck. and she was settling and had a 
heavy list when taken in tow. The cap- 
tain remained on board. 

The Daisy Mitchell offered assistance 
to the Elder, but this was declined. She 
picked up a life boat and a raft of the 
Columbia and brought them to this 
city. 

Near the scene of the wreck the Roa- 
noke picked up a life raft and found un- 
derneath it the deag body of a passen-

Assistant President Frye, of the steam- 
ship company, safd this afternoon that 
the Columbia lies in deep water, and 15 
miles off shore, and that for the present 
at least no attempt will be made to 
raise her. 

Captain Doran was regarded by the 
officials of the San Francisco and Port- 
land Steamship Company as one of the 
ablest seamen who ever operated a ves- 
sel on the coast. His cagger had been 
free from accidents, and ts is the first 
disaster that has befallen any vessel 
over which he held command.

$465 for carriages useqa m cunnection 
with the entertainment on creorgia day. 
Other bills will run this amount up to 
a total of about $1,000. 

Where the money is coming from with 
which to pay these bills is a mystery, 
but, of course, they will have ro ne paid 
for the honor of the state. There is a 
considerable portion of the state appro- 
priation of $30,000 left, but this money 
cannot, of course, without legislative 
consent, be used to pay these expenses. 
There is a question as to whether legis- 
lative consent could constitutionally be 
given.

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AGAINST OGCUPATION TAX 


NUMBER of’ prominent railroad 
A representatives appeared before 
the ways and means committee 
of the house at its meeting yesterday 
afternoon to protest against the pro- 
posed occupation tax of 2% per cent on 
the gross receipts of all public utility 
corporations. 

After the representatives of the rail- 
road companies had been given a partial 
hearing representatives of the various 
telephone companies were heard from. 

Owing to the absence of the chairman 
the committee did not frame a report, 
but it is conceded that ths companies 
made a strong showing 

Colonel A. R. Lawton, first vice pres- 
ident and general counsel of the Cen- 
tral of Georgia, opened the argument 
for the railroad side.. He said that the 
Central would welcome an- investiga- 
tion by the lekislature of its cost, its 
present value, its cost of operations, 
earnings and every detail of its man- 
agement. He stressed this and begged 
the committee to recommend such in- 
vestigation by the general assembly. 


The question of the property’s real 


value having been raised by Governor 
Smith’s message of July 17, Colonel 
Lawton several times repeated the hope 
that an investigation would be made. 

He said that the roads, and the one 
he represented especially, had been 
abused, criticized and misrepresented 
so persistently, that he prayed the 
legislature to make an examfmfation, 
ascertain the real truth and publish it 
to the state. He said the governor had 
been misled into doing a grave injus- 
tice to the Central when he quoted 
from a bill filed in 1904 in the United 
States court giving the then actual 
minimum value of the company’s lines 
in Georgia as $33,666,889. 

Colonel Lawton quoted’ the actual 
figures from the bill, which included 
$2,000,000 of the Ocean Steamship’s 
property at Savannah, operated by the 
Central, but returned for taxation by 
the steamship company. It included a 
large item for equipment and supplies 
which are in Alabama and Tennessee. 
Deducting these amounts, the total 
value of the Central’s property in 
Georgia was $30,768,428. 

This was the total value placed on 
the 1,309 miles operated in Georgia, 
or $23,504 per mile. Other reai prop- 
erty in Georgia is returned for taxa- 
tion by the owners at from 20 to 50 
per cent. Following t he prevailing 
custom of placing a lower value on 
property for purposes of taxation, one- 
third had been deducted. leaving the 
value per mile at 815.670. 

The bill from which the goveruor 
had quoted, he said, shows that in the 
lines and property there were included 
the leased lines of the Southwestern 
railroad and the Augusta Southern, 
over 250 miles, which are exempt from 
taxation under their charters. 

“The governor's informant failed to 
give him these facts, but has misled 
him into believing that the allegation 
cevered only the taxable property of 
the Central of Georgia. The governor's 
informant also led him to believe that 
the amount did not include the com- 
pany’s franchise or intangible proper- 
ty The bill itself will show the decla- 
ration was that the Central’s entire 
property, tangible and intangible, was 
claimed to be of a value of $25,504 a 
mile and that it was not allowed to 
tc earn a fair return on this alleged 
value. 

Does Not Exceed 50 Per Cent. 

“It is known to every man in Georgia,”’ 
Colonel Lawton said, ‘“‘that the average 
value of real property in the state, as 
returned for taxation, does not exceeu 
50 per cent. It is not just, therefore,’ 
he argued, ‘‘to assess the railroads at 100 
per cent. 

“The comptroller general has in the 
past recognized two-thirds of the full 
market value as a proper basis. He 
now dendes this, but it can be proved by 
documentary evidence. The man or 
corporation which pays taxes on two- 


thirds of his property valuation is pay- 
ing more than his full share. Some one 
wanted to know how much The Atlanta 
Journal pays on, and some one in the 
room said that it is capitalized at $800,- 
000, and returns its property at about 
$58,000.’’ 

Colonel. Lawton briefly reviewed the 
history of tax arbitrations on his road, 
and asserted that the gecisions had been 
practically unanimous. He objected 
strenuously to the comptroller’s assess- 
ment of the company’s franchise at more 
than $13,000,000 or just about four 
times the sum at which it was fixed last 
year by the comptroller. 

“The comptroller general has attempt- 
ed to intimidate us* into accepting his 
estimate by threatening us with this 
occupation tax of 2% per cent on our 
gross earnings if we do not accept his 
figures. It is impossible that in one 
year the company’s franchise has sud- 
denly increased fourfold. I do not be- 
lieve that the general assembly will 
Sanction such methods.”’ 

R. C. Alston, counsel for the Atlantic 
Coast Line and the Southern Express 
Company, followed and declared that 
the two companies which he represent- 
ed are the highest taxed in the state. 
He showed that from 1903 to 1906 the 
valuation of the railroads in Georgia 


$91,000,000 and now it is proposed to 
raise them $53,000,00 more. He said 
that the value of railroads in this state 
has been raised three times as fast as 
that of other property in Georgia for 
the last twenty-six years. He denied 
that the real value of the roads has in- 
creased in any such ratio. Everything 
they buy has been increasing in price, 
while the only thing they have to sell 
has been decreasing in price. He quoted 
from the railroad commission to show 
that it announced in June, 1905, that 
freight rates in Georgia had been de- 
creased more than $900,000 in one year 
and within the last few weeks one of 
the commisSioners has published’ the 
Statement that the rates have been re- 
duced $2,000,000 within the last two or 
three years. Mr. Alston argued that the 
roads were not treated like other cliti- 
zens in the assessments. He quoted 
from the United States census bulletin 
Which gave the total value of property 
in Georgia in 1904 as $1,!167,00U,000, 
while the whole property in the state 
Is taxed at only 231,000,000, or 44 per 
cent of the actual value. 
Read Letter From Wright. 


Mr. Alston read a letter from Comp- 
troller General Wright to one of the 
telephone companies, saying that if 
his assessments were accepted, he 
would advise against the passage of 
the bill taxing gross earnings 21-2 
per cent. in ciosing he said that the 
Atlantic Coast line could not stand the 
additional burdens of taxation which 
has been proposed. 

Colonel Holton, speaking for the 
Georgia Northern railroad, asked what 
other corporations were treated in 
matters of taxation as harshly as the 
railroads are. His company does not 
return its property at its full valua- 
tion, he said, and makes no secret of 
the fact. ‘“‘We tried to sell our road 
for $750,000, but could not find a pur- 
chaser. The comptroller general acr 
cepted the valuation of $500,000. Land 
in my section which is returned at $4 
an acre cannot be bought for $15 to 
$25 an acre. All we ask is for yoy to 
treat us fair.” 

President J. W. Oglesby, of the South 
Georgia and West Coast 
stated that 
tax of 21-2 per cent on the gross 
earnings would amount to more than 
the net earnings of his road, 
same is true of most of the short lines 
in Georgia. In other words, the oper- 
ating expenses and 21-2 per cent of 


short lines earn. 
Twenty or more representatives of 
telephone lines from over the state were

In the North Carolina case Judge Pritchard has decided that the penalty 
section of the new passenger rate law is unconstitutional, in that the penalty 
‘fixed is excessive and would have the effect of defeating -the jurisdiction of 
the United States courts. Following this decision Judge Pritchard has ordered 
the release of Ticket Agents Wood and Wilson, who were sentenced in the 
j state courts for violation of the new rate law. 

- he question now is, what is Governor Glenn going to do about it? It is 
‘interesting to speculate upon what may be the outcome of this conflict be- 
tween the state and federal courts in North Carolina, It has alweys been 
considered 2 pretty serious matter to tamper with a federal injunction—that 
is when the tampering is done by anyone except a federal judge himself. 
Now that Judge Pritchard has moved by court order and habeas corpus writ, 
it is up to Governor Glenn either to submit and let the court work the case 
out to its logical end, or to continve his resistance and, declining to release 
‘Wood and Wilson, make further arrests wherever the law is violated. 

Judge Pritchard feels, no doubt, that his injunction order has been treated 
with contempt, but he has not yet.sought to invoke the court’s power to 
punish therefor. Should it come to the point where he regarded it necessary 
to act, who would he seek to hold in contempt? Since the appointing power 
in this direction is practically unlimited, he might put half of North Carolina’s 
_population in jai] without effecting his purpcse. If he expected to accom- 
; Dlish anything by a contempt rule, he would have to reach the fountain head, 
ithe source, of the whole offending—Governor Glenn. 

: Can the governor of 2 sovereign state be ruled for contempt? It is not 
‘recalled that federal courts have ever gone so far. Suppose it were attempted 
‘and the governor went into the contempt business himself by ordering the 
imprisonment of the federal court officials who came to serve the writ? 
: The situation is teeming with interesting possibilities which, under the 
‘present strained status, are likely to develop from day to day until] the set- 
 tling point is reached. It has even been suggested that the supreme court of 
ithe United States be invoked and that, as a last resort, federal troops be 
'gsent into North Carolina to uphold the authority of the federal courts. 
It is impossible to believe, however, that either party to the contest 
Conservatism on both sides 
| would cry out against any such unwarranted or dangerous invasion of a state. 
in the meantime Governor Glenn seems to have the upper hand, and it is 
not unlikely that his insistence upon compliance with the state law will be 
acceded to. Then, if it is determined that the new rate law is a matter for 
federal jurisdiction, arrangements can be made for a speedy hearing and set- 
tiement of the case.

Georgia’s Cotton Crop. 


"Georgia produced 1,626,330 bales of 
cotton in 1906, worth $88,789,978. No 
money is spent by the state for the im- 
provement of this crop, or for the edu- 
cation of the farmers with reference to 
its improvement. Some varieties are 
unquestionably superior to others, and 
the yield of cotton can be douwbleq and 
trebled through better methods of till- 
age, seed selection and cultivation at but 
comparatively small additional cost.

What Agricultural Education and 


Research Have Accomplished. 


“The unskilleg laborer between the) 
ages of twent-two and thirty-two has | 
an earning capacity of $10.20 per week; 
the shop-trained laborer, $15.20. per 
week; the trade school-trained laborer, | 
$22 per week, and the technical and lib- 
erally educated man, $43 per week. The 
potential capital of the boy at sixteen | 
years is $3,000; at thirty-two years 
through education, $43,000. Education 
quadruples the earning capacity. What 
would a thousand boys technically train- 
ed in agriculture be worth to Georgia? 

“The Wisconsin dairy school was es- 
tablished about 1889. This state now 
produces more than 45,000,000 pounds | 
of cheese annually, and the factories are 
chiefly managed by graduates of the 
dairy school. 

“Cowpeas and soy beans, alfalfa or 
clover hay, costing from $3 to $5 per 
ton, can be successfully substituted for 
wheat bran costing $25 per ton In feed- 
ing dairy cows. 

“Thorough selection and breeding, va- 
rietles of cowpeas, cotton and clover \ 
have been developed which are immune 
to various plant diseases, notably the 
wilt diseases. 

“One bushel 


of corn alone 
pounds of pork; when fed With 44.4 
pounds of linseed meal it made 32.4 
pounds, a difference of 24.2 pounds in 
favor of the balanced ration. 

“Native steers gained from 1.3 to 1.8 
pounds per head per day: high grade 
steers from 2 to 2.20 pounds. The cost 
of a pound of grain varied from 4 12 to 
15 oents, depending on the grade and 
ee of stock fed and the combination 
of foods used. The grain consumed per 
pound of grain varied from 3.6 to 11.18 
pounds. Under judicious management a 
ton of cotton seed meal should make 500 
pounds of beef. 

“The average dairy cow In Georgia is 
worth $16.81, and probably gives 2,500 
pounds of milk and 125 pounds of butter 
per year. The best cow in the Virginia 
axperiment station herd gave 12.500 
pounds of milk and 524 pounds of butter 
in a single lactation period. The profit 
on milk at 20 cents a gallon was $201.05: 
on butter at 25 cents a pound, $41.51. 

“The enormous loss caused annually 
by the potato scab can be avoided by 
growing this crop on acid soil and with- 
holding such fertilizers as farmyard ma- 
nure, wood ashes and lime. 

“The biight of the potato can be con- 
trolled by spraying the crop with copper 
sulphate. Five mspravings have been 
known to increase the yield 233 bushels, 
and three sprayings, 19! bushels per 
acre. 

“The application of 400 pounds of low 
grade fertilizer to tobacco resulted in 
a profit of $11.90 per acre; 850 pounds 
of a home-mixed fertilizer gave a profit 
of $32.66 per acre, or almost three times 
as much. 

“These are a few statements which set 
forth graphically the value of agricul- 
tural education and research. 


Resources of the Georgia Agricul- 
tural College. 


“At present no funds are definitely at 
tts command. The college owns a good 
farm which is in a bad physical condi- 
tion. There are no buildings or equip- 
ment of any description available for its 
work. There is no organized staff such 
as a successful agricultural college must 
have. Under these conditions is pat- 
ent that a good deal of money and much 
energy must be expended to create a 
college which wil provide agricultural! 
leadership and prove a source of inspira- 
tion to the farmers of Georgia. That 
this momey and effort will be well ex- 
pended if properly directed goes without 
sa ying. 

“Missouri gave $85,298 to her college 
of agriculture and $40,728 to her experi- 
ment station for 1906, besides $55,- 
000 in special appropriation for buildings. 
Within two years she has built a cattle 
barn, implement laboratory and swine 
barn, costing $18,500. The equipment of 
her agricultural college, including land,

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Williams Bill, the Administra- 


tion Measure, Was Not 
Acted On, 


HOUSE SHOWS CONTROL 
OF PRORIGITION LEADERS 


Believed That No Important Bill 
Will Pass Until Aetion Is Had 
on the Hardman Bill—Hall 
Blocked Williams 
Measure. 


In strict conformity with its an- 
nounced intention of letting no busi- 
ness of a general nature come before 
it until. the prohibition measure had 
been acted upon, the house yesterday 
morning, by a viva voce vote, return- 
ed to the committee the administra- 
tion disfranchisement measure, as in- 
troduced by Mr. Williams of Laurens 
and favorably reported by that com- 
mittee at its last meeting. 

A return of this bill was asked by 
Mr. Hall of Bibb, who stated to the 
house that he had a, similar measure 
before this same committee which was 
not considered,-he being absent from 
the committee in attendance upon an- 
other house committee at the time it 
was reported, and that he wanted a 
chance to be heard by this committee 
before a report was made on the dis- 
franchisement question. 

His request, made in the form 
of a provileged resolution, precipitated 
a lively debate, and one which en- 
grossed the attention of the house for 
an hour beforé adjournment. 

So warm did the discussion become 
on this question that an effort was 
made to have the house adjourn with- 
out acting upon the resolution. This 
effort was defeated, and it was seen 
at once that the house was not in any 
humor for general business, and, too, 
was anxious to give Mr. Hall a chance 
to present his bill to the committee 
of which he is a member. As soon 
as this vote to adjourn was announced 
defeated, it was seen at once that the 
administration disfranchigement meas- 
ure would have to go back to the 
committee for further eonsideration. 

This means that it will not be re- 
ported back to the house before the 
prohibition question is acted upon, and 
the ultimatum of the prohis will be 
carried out in this particular, anyhow. 


How the Affair Arose. 


Last Wednesday, when the committee 
on constitutional amendments set a 
hearing “upon all disfranchisement 
bills” for 5 o’clock, there was not a 
quorum present, and the vice chair- 
man adjourned the meeting until Fri- 
day morning at 9 o’clock. Wednesday 
afternoon Mr. Hall was attending a 
meeting of the railroad committee. He 
was not present when the adjourn- 
ment took place, and did not know of 
the meeting on Friday morning. 

On that day the bill by Mr. Hall was 
not considered, as the author was not 
present, and the bill of Mr. Williams 
of Laurens was read and_ reported 
favorably, with only the vote of Mr. 
Neal of Bartow dissenting. Friday aft- 
ernoon, in the regular meeting of this 
committee, Mr. Hall endeavored to 
get the committee to reconsider its 
action, and giv@“Aim a hearing on his 
bill. This was refused. 

Monday the house was appealed to, 
and, although the administration bill 
as outlined by Governor Smith in his 
inaugural address was favorablyyre- 
ported, it was sent back to the com- 
mittee in carrying out the policy of 
the house in holding up all reform 
measures until the prohibition bill fs 
acted upon. 

When Mr. Hall introduced his resolu- 
tion he spoke to the point and asked a 
rehearing in the interest of fair play. 
His plea was opposed by Mr. Willlams 
of Laurens, the author of the bill 
favorably reported. Mr. Slater of 
Bryan added his voice to the appeal 
of Mr. Hall for a rehearing, and in 
turn was answered by Mr. Sheffield of 
Decatur.

How the Bills Differ. 


The main points of difference In the 
two bills is that the administration 
bill includes an educational qualifica- 
tion, while that of Mr. Hall provides 
that any man who has not paid his 
pol] tax for three years back shall be 
permanently disfranchised, but  pro- 
vides a court for the adjustment of 
any difficulties which might arise. 
This debate and decision occupied the 
major portion of the morning session.

The house concurred in the senate 
amendment to the bill amending the 
charter of the city of Atlanta. This 
amendmennt allows the mayor and city 
council to hold an election for the pur- 
pose of issuing a half million dollars in 
bonds for the purpose of building a new 
city hall.

Sideration and a report on all similar 
measures. 

This is the disfranchisement measure, 
as outlined by the administration and 
introduced by Mr. Williams, of Laurens.

Similar bills by the gentleman from 
Decatur. 

Mr. Perry, of Hall, the chairman of 
the committee, spoke next, defending 
the report of the committee. 

An effort was made to adjourn without 
action, hut this was voted down. On a 
Viva voce vote the adminis —u:ion dis- 
franchisement bill was recommitted and 
the legislation on this subject stands 
where it was before action was taken by 
the committee.

Maconites Took Deadly Doses 
~ Yesterday, 


TWO WOMEN AND ONE MAN 


f[audanum and Morphine Taken in 
Effort to End Life—One May 
Die, While the Other 
Two Will Prob- 
ably Recover. 


Macon, Ga., July 22.—(Special.)—Thnere 
were three attempts at suicide within 
the last twelve hours in Macon, and up 
to 4 o'clock this afternoon no case had 
proven successful. Mrs. Carrie Martin, 
wife of a man who is engaged in en- 
larging pictures ‘on First street, was 
the first person reported. She had taken 
a large dose of laudanum at the resi- 
dence on Mawthorne street, and the fam- 
ily physician was called. A hurried ex- 
amination and treatment. given for the 
deadly dose saved her, and she is now 
considered out of danger. 

Jesse Bowles, the employee of the 
Central railway who last week made an 
unsuccessful attempt upon his life by 
taking a large dose of laudanum, again 
tried the ruse today, and is now at the 
city hospital in a critical condition. He 
took a much larger quantity this time 
than before, and his escape, if he re- 
covers, will be a much narrower one. He 
expressed his determination to end his 
life on going to the hospital on the first 
occasion, and this time the indications 
are that he will die. 

At 3 o'clock this afternoon a hurried 
call was made from a room over Den- 
nard’s livery stable on Mulberry street. 
The victim was found to he Mrs. Ellis, 
who roomed there with her husband. 
She had taken a quantity of morphine. 
Superintendent E. B. Elder, of the city 
hospital, was called with an ambulance 
and he set to work at once. The patient 
was taken to the city hospital in a crit- 
ical condition. Her chances for recovery 
are siight. No reason could be given 
for the act, and parties acquainted with 
her knew nothing of her conduct.

Charlotte, N. C., July 22.—The defense 
in the case of Zeke Lewis, charged with 
lynching John V. Johnson at Wades- 
boro last summer, secured a signal point 
today in the introduction of evidence 
pointing to the fact that Battle Lewis, 
brother of the defendant, and not Zeke, 
was the ring-leader of the mob that 
lynched Johnson. Battle Lewis is one of 
the three alleged lyncherg who fled the 
State after the keou real jury re- 
turned indictments. 

Chief of Police Paid of Wadesboro, 
and ©. B. Luther, a’ dtizen of the same 
town, gave the evidence favorable to 
Lewis. Bennett and Luther swore that 
they arrived on the scene while the 
lynching w&s in progress, recognized and 
spoke to Battle Lewis and did not see 
Zeke Lewis, whom both knew. The 
policeman afterwards had a warrant to 
Serve on Battle Lewis, but has never 
been able to apprehend him. 

The state concluded its testimony be- 
fore the noon recess of Union county 
court today and rested and the defense 
immediately began the introduction of 
testimony. Practically the same wit- 
nesses as those that testified in the 
Jones trial were put on by the state and 
no new evidence was developed on ejther 
side beyond the alibi for the Defendant 
Lewis.

time $231,229.44, with disbursements of 
$113,420.83. The receipts for the pre- 
vious quarter were $204,194.18, disburse- 
ments $121,442.16, leaving net receipts 
for the time $82,752.02. 

TMThis is a showing that has attracted 
attention from every man who has had 
part in making it possible. The state 
has made this from an average of 2,176 
convicts of all classes, worked at all the 
places of service and with a death rate 
that is way below that of most any other 
state. Tess than 3 per cent thave died 
in the service of the department, in the 
face of the fact that every vear hun- 
dreds are sent to the various prisons 
infecteq with disease from the dirty ana 
filthy jails. ' 

The forces are now divided as follows:
